IN THE SPECIFICATION: 

Please replace the paragraph beginning on page 1, line 25, 
and continuing on page 2 with the following new paragraph: 

Meanwhile, the hologram exposure is very sensitive to 
vibrations. During the exposure time, an optical system must not 
vibrate on a recording wavelength scale. As mentioned above, 
however, a holographic stereogram may be generated by exposing 
thin slit element holograms one by one. In this case, it is 
necessary to wait until a vibration attenuates between exposures 
to some extent. This has been a hindrance to shorten the time to
